Wy and with deliberate intent it was suffi- 
ciently proved to have been done with malice 
aforethought, and malice was not disproved 
by showing that the accused had no personal 
ill-will toward the deceased, and that he 
killed him from other motives, as, for in- 
stance, robbery, or throttgh inistaking him 
for another, or (as eclafmed in this case) to 
produce a publi¢e benetit. 1f it conld be shown 
that the killing ®ecurred in the heat of pas- 
sion or under pieVocation, then it would ap- 
| pearthere was no premeditated attempt, and 
therefore ‘io malice aforethought, and 
that would reduce® the crime to man- 
slaughter. It was hardly necessary, however, 
to say there was nothing of that kind in the 
present case. The jury would have to say 
either the defendant was guilty of murder or 
he wasinnocent. In order to constitute the 
crime of murder the assassin must have a 
reasonably sane mind, In technical terms,he 
must be “of sound mind, memory and discre- 
tien.” Anirresponsibly insane man could not 
commit murder Tf he was laboring under a 
disease of the mental faculties to such ap 
extent that he did not know _uy’he 
he was doikz, Or know it was wrons4 ,emory, 
wis wanting in that sound ToKhe definitto 
aud discYetion that was part ** very de 
of murder.

the burden of proof was thrown ou the de- 
fendant, who set up insanity as an excuse for 
his crime, To producé ptoofs in the first in 
stunce it has to show that the presumption 
Wis niistaken.so far as it related to the pris- 
oner Thé crime, therefove, involved three 
elements: the killing, malice, and responsible 
mind in the murderer. That the defendant 
fired the shot at the deceased President was 
&bundantly proved, That the wound was 
fatal has been testified to by surgeons compe- 
tent to speak, and they were uncontradicted ; 
that the homicide was committed with malice 
atorethought (if defendant were capable of 
criminal intent or malice) could hardly be 
gainsaid. It was not necessary to prove that 
any special or express hatred or malice was 
entertained by the accused toward the de- 
ceased to find little difficulty in reaching a 
conclttsion as to all the elenients that made 
up theevime charged inthe indictment except 
that it might be as tothe one of unsound mind, 
mentory and diseretion; but that was only 
ateeniney éxptession tor a responsible, sane 
man. Fyidence has been exhibited to the jury 
tending to show thatthe defndant admitted 
in his own handwriting that he had conceived 
the idea of “removing the President,” as he 
called it, six weeks before the shooting; that 
he had deliberated upon it, and come to the 
determination to do it, and that about two 
weeks before he accomplished it he stationed 
himself at certain points to do the act, but for 
some reason was prevented. His preparation 
for it by the purchase of a pistel has been 
shown. All these tacts came tip to the full 
measure of proof required to establish what 
the Jaw denominated malice aforethought. 
The Lan A would bear in mind that the man 
did not become irresponsible by the mere fact 
of his being partially insane, as the law as- 
sumed every one at the outset to be sane 
and responsible. The question was, what 
was there in this case to show the contrary as 
to the defendant. They weie not warranted 
in inferring that he was insane from the mere 
fact of his committing the crime, or from the 
enormity of the crime, because the law pre- 
sumes there is @ bad motive and that the 
crime is prompted by malice if nothing else 
appears. The only safe rule was for the jury 
to direct its attention to the one test of crim- 
inal responsibility—namely, whether the 
prisoner possessed mental capacity at the 
time the act was committed to know it was 
wrong, and whethor he was deprived of that 


capacity by mental disease. There was 
one important distinction avhich the 
jury must not lose sight of, and 


they must decide now, for it was ap- 
eee to this case; that was the distinction 
etween mental and moral a a between 
mental incapacity to distinguish between 
right and wrong, and moral insensibility to 
that distinction. If you find from the whole 
evidence that at the time of the commission 
of the homicide the prisoner was laboring un- 
der such a defect of his reason that he was 
incapable of understanding what he was do- 
ing, or seeing it was a wrong thing to do, as 
for example if he were tinder an insane delu- 
sion that the Almighty had commanded him 
to do the act, then he was not inaresponsible 
condition of mind, but was an object of com- 
passion and should be acquitted. If, on the 
other hand,fyou find he was under no insane 
delusion, but had possession of his faculties 
and had power to know his act was wrong, 
and of his own free will he deliberately con- 
ceived the idea and executed the homicide, 
then, whether his motives were personal vin- 
dictiveness, political animosity, a desire to 
avenge supposed political wrongs, or a morbid 
desire for notoriéty, or if you are unable to 
discover any motive at all, the act is simply 
murder, and it is your yf to find a verdict 
of guilty as indicated, or if you find the pris- 
oner is not guilty by reason ot insanity, it is 
your duty to say so. 
During the delivery of the judge’s charge, 
which was completed at 4:40 p. m., there 
was perfect stillness in the crowded court- 
room, and even the prisoner kept absolutely 
quiet, wijh the exception of one or two feeble 
interruptions. The jury immediately retired 
At 5:30 Judge Cox-re-entered the room, an 
the jurymen soon followed.

Care of Horses in Winter. 





In warm, properly ventilated stables, 
it is doubtful whether a horse ought to 
be blanketed, but in cold stables there 
is no doubt that he should be; also in 
all cases, when stopped in cold weather 
onthe road. It is better when a horse 
comes in warm and sweaty to rub him 
dry before feeding or watering. Horses 
are much like human beings; they take 
cold by exposure as a man will. They 
should be carefully treated, and never 
be allowed to stand long in cold weather 
in a sweaty condition without being 
blanketed. Many horses are ruined by 
exposure and drinking cold water when 
warm and sweaty. 

The average farmer is slow to learn 
the value of carrots for horses.. They are 
so nutritious that livery men and some 
others feed considerable quantities reg- 
ularly to their horses instead of grain. 
Many consider that 4 quarts of oats and 
the same of carrots is as good a feed 
for a horse as 8 quarts of oats, and 
horses that are worked little more than 
for mere exercise will keep in good con- 
dition and look sleek and smooth on hay 
and carrots alone. An occasional feed 
of raw potatoes is also good for horses, 
especially to give a smooth, glossy coat, 


and if troubled with worms it tends ta’ 


clear them away.--IV. H. White, 
Country Gentleman.

A Mr. Shields of Perth has in- 
vented a piece of apparatus for the 
smoothing of broken seas by means of 
vil, and a few days ago the contrivance 
was tried at Peterhead, in Scotland, 
with considerable success. The oil was 
sonveyed to the North Harbor entrance 
by means of a pipe 200 yards long. The 
oumping soon took effect on a piece of 
rough water. The oil spread and ren- 
Jered the harbor quite smooth over a 
large area.
